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'THE H'MlntS hll Cll ION,
The Clearing-IIous- e tables for the

week ending August 22d, aa given in the
New York Chronicle of the 29ih, are
.again of an encouraging character. There
it a great improvement in the New York
returns, and a tendency the same way in
those of most of the other business
centers, bringing the aggregate ex
changes of the whole country up to a
total exceeded but once since January
last. The total exchanges show an in
crease of 18.0 per cent, over those ol
1S84, and a decrease ot 10.9 per cent a
compared with those of 1S83. and 20.1

per cent, as against 1882. These com
parisons show that there is still much to
be desired. Excluding New York, the
exchanges show a gain of 6 9 per cent
over 184, 2.1 per ceut. over 1S83, and 1.3

per cent, over 1882. Speculation wa
active in New York during the week re
ported upon. Taking the cities in which
Memphis is most interested, we find an
increase in New York clearings over 1SS4
of 23.5 per cent., in Chicago 9.7, in Cin
cinnati 0.1, in St. Louis 4.0, Louisville
24 0, Memphis 29.4 per cent., Memphis
showing a larger gain over the same time
last year than any other city. New Or
leans exhibits a loss of 3.1 per cent., and
Kansas City of 0.6 per cent., the first
week this year it has been behind the re
turns of the previous yea--. Seven prin-

cipal cities report for the week endiog
August 28th a decline from those
of the preceding wee's, their t tal
being only 0.1 per cent, over those of the
same cities the year before. The condi-

tion of the New York money market
showed no marked improvement over
that of the week bt fore. The banks
each week are increasing their loans, the
Southern cities and Chicago increasing
their calls for money. London has bad
some advance in discern, t rates, sixty to
ninety-da- y bills 1 i to 1J percent., but
our own foreign exchange market has
been lower, and dull and weak at the
decline. More bills are offering than
there is a demand for; diafts have been
principally against cot ten, with an ex
pectation of increase, and the low prices
of breadstuff's will have t.he same tenden
cy. "Altogether therefore," the Chroni
cle remarks, "a further decline in rates
seems inevitable, and if something un
forseen does not occur a close approi
mation to the gold importing point must
soon be reached, bull, as that point
will influence money in London, and as
our silver policy is a discrimination
against gold, it is by ni means certain
that we shall receive lt.rge amounts ol

that metal during the fall months." Thr
fears felt for the wheat crop from the
late cold appear not to be justified, and
fears for cotton on account of drouth
the Chronicle regards as coming too late
in the season to be of very much impor
tance, unless greatly prolonged. Spec
ulators are holding wheat above
European views, but it is folly to believ
we can, at will, engineer a corner in grain
spite of the stocks in sight. This make:
the Chronicle point out that "this is the
third occasion within four years that we
have kept our crop when we might have
got a good price for it, only to sell it for
a lower figure lateron." Southern buyers
are taking dry goods liberally; other line?

HOW LABOR IS KEAftoMlG.
Spite oc our high tariff wages tenl

downward in this country just as they
do where there is no high tariff. We
pay an immense tax to keep wages high,
but they tend to fall here as readily as
where nothing is paid for such a purpose.
The decline of wages, when such millions
are paid in taxes to keep them up, is
uaturally viewed with suspicion by those
who have been assured that high tariff
would sustain high wages, and they strike
and refuse to accept of reductions under
such circumstances. The workingmen
can see that of two things they must
have one if high tariff is sustained they
ire justified by what its advocates have
'old them in demanding and insisting
upon the receipt of the wages it was
pledged they should receive. If thf y
cannot have those wages, then the tariff
must he reformed so as to give the prod
uct of their labor full access to the
world's markets. Unable to reply to this
just reasoning, the high-tari- ff capitalists
try all their art and their usual crooked
logic, with the addition of threats
from Gatltng guns, to induce them to
rcfriin from strikes. They assure
them that they have lost millions
of dollars by the time lost from work
dariog strikes. The working people
know better. They know they have paid
heivily to secure the object of their
strikes, and have obtained the worth of
their money. They know that they have
made strikes a terror to employers, be
cause of the losses incurred by their
works being stopped, their capital lying
idle, and their business being brought to
a stand. They know that the dread of
this loss prevents reduotion of wages
that, without that dread, would be made.
They know that what they gain by es
caping these reductions amply repays
them for the expense of an occasional
strike. The working people have learned
to foresee results and to apply means to
ends.

WHAT SUITS is our.
In the United States we can manufact-

ure with our presentshops and foundries
and factories wore than we can sell. If
we had customers we could double tbc
number of our shops and foundries and
lactone?. I he want ot buyers tor our
manufactures is not only leaving what we
can manufacture unsold, but it is pre
venting us from having as great a number
of them as we ere capable of producing.
What the country loses from want of
ability tq sell all we can produce, and
from having a mere moiety of the manu
factures we are "capable of operating, is
immense That loss is a part of what
we pay in support of the high tariff sys
tem. It is said that high tariff keeps up
high wages, but as the manufactories we
have cannot be fully employed, and as
other manufactories we are capable of op
erating cannot be built because other na-

tions can undersell us on account of our
high tariff, a vast number of men that
want employment are deprived of the
work they otherwise might have. There
are therefore large numbers of men de
prived of work by the high tariff. Deduct
what these men lose by the high tariff
from what some other, it is claimed, gain
xtra by that tariff, and where, on the

average, are the high wages t lo get
ood pay when working, but to be de

prived, of steady work, does not give an
average of high wages. There is another
thing the high-tafi- ff advocates plead
hat because wages are hi(?2 the tariff

must be high. This is high tariff log:o.
First, there must be a high tariff to keep
up wages; then, because wages are kept
up, there must be a high tariff. Logi
cians call this "reasoning in a circle"
first the snake must eat his tail because
he has teeth , then he must have teeth
because he has to fat his tail. The high
tariff makes raw material high; the con
sequence is the article made of the taxed
raw material ia high-price- As high
tariff is claimed to support high wages,
how does making the raw material dear
compensate, when the product comes to
the market, for the increase of price
caused by high wages? If the butter in
one scale is heavier than the weight in
the other, putting in a loaf of bread with
the butter will not make the two scales
balance. How, then, can putting a heavy
tax on raw material counteract the effects
of high wages when a manufactured arti-
cle is put on the world's markets?
We want to extend our trade, especially
in South America. To do so we must
compete with European manufacturers,
but if our high wages prevent our man-

ufacturers competing with Europe, does
the addition ot a tax on the raw material
we manufacture into merchandise ena
ble us to compete? Another queuion is:

If we can nearly compete in the foreign
market in many instances, with a tax on
the raw material, could we not compete
altogether in those instances if the tax
were removed? If so, then high tariff
in such cases does not raise wages in the
cases concerned; it stops wages altogether.
The truth is, most of the talk about high
wfges is deceptive. When the quality
and the quantity of the work an Ameri-
can workman does in a given time is
compared with what a European work-
man does in the same time, the Ameri-f- j.

has been paid no higher than the
.'ropean. It is not, as a rule, high

wages, but high tariff, that shuU us ont
frm the South American and other mar-
kets.

SHOT AT HIS DESK.

A Sharper Killed by a Mast Wheal It Ia
SinppoMMl .

That He Hd Defrauded la Allel
Slock Trmanutetletas.

Nxw York, August 31. About 2 o'clock
this afternoon Tom Davis, otherwise
known as William Yi arren, was shot and
killed in a room which he called his office,
at No. 113 Reade Ftreet, by a man who
gives his namo as James T. Holland, and
says he is a Texan, and that he came here
from Abilene. Kas. Davis is a well-know- n

sporting man, occupying this room for sev
eral years.conducting an alleged brokerage
basiness in mining and other stocks. The
room is only abont 6x10 feet, lighted by a
single window, and is filthy in the ex
treme. "The Davis, the brother of the
murdered man, was present at the time of
the shooting, and tumbled down two
flights of stairs in his haste to
get away. As Holland was walking
rapidly away from the scene, "The" Davis
pointed him out to a policeman, who ar-

rested him. Holland was reticent about
the matter, merely asserting that the kill
ing was justifiable. It is supposed that
the shooting grew out of some transaction
in stock". When searched at the station
a heavy revolver, $1500 in money and two
gold watches were lonno on mm. in tne
right hand of the dead man was a $5 bi 1,

and scattered about on the noor were
bonds of the face value of $500. In the
desk was a large quantity of appa
rent securities, among them 120,- -
5G0 in bonds of the city of Mattoon,
111.. Bigned by Thos. B. Lane, supervisor.
and W. O. Ellis, clerk. The desk also
contained blank shares of the Santa Rata
Silver Mining Company of Nevada and of
the Pioneer and Innskeep Mill and Mining
Company. Davis was Bhot twice, once
through the breast near the heart and once
in the neck. Little or nothing is known
of Holland. It is said he has need several
names and came from Colorado. He is
about five feet eleven inches in hight.
has a light complexion and is well built ;

he has straight, light brown hair and a
light mustache. He claims to be single.

ADDITIONAL DETAILS.

The following additional detai's of the
occurrence are learned from "lhe." Davis,
the brother of the murdered man: Hoi
land cf me to New York in response ti
letter from Thomas Davis, to buy coun
terfeit money. His visit --to the office was
for the Turtoee of obtaining $10,000 in
counter eit money. On his arrival he en
tered the room occupied by Thomas De- -

vis, whose desk stood close by a partition,
lathe adi lining room, unknown to Hol
land, Theodore Davis was concealed. Da-

vis produced and showed Holland $10,000
in genuine greenbacks. Holland examined

'

tne bilis and handed tbem bock to Da- -
vip, who placed them in a black hand
bag on the desk close to the
partition. He then endeavored to
engage the Texan in conversation, and
tried to distract his attention. At what he
thoueht was the proper momeut he gave a
concerted signal, and Theodore Davis
opened a trapKlonr in the partition snd
removed the bag, intending to replace it
wirh one similar in appearance, but con
taining only a quantity of paper done up
in packages, looking use Dane notes. Ai
this moment Holland chanced to glance
up from counting his money and saw the
movement. In a moment he was on his
feet and had drawn his revolver. "You

," he cried, "trying to
rob me. Take that, and nred.
Holland turned and fired a shot through
the partition of the room in which Theo-
dore Davis was concealed. Ihen the
Texan walked down the stairs and into
the Btreet, when Theodore Davis followed
him. crying: "He has shot my brother!"
"So I did," retorted Holland., "He tried
to rob me. and this is the pistol I shot him
with." The brother, with the murderer
and officer, went back to the office at
Reade street, where Holland pointed
to the bag containing the spurious
money, saying: "Officer, I want you
to take charge ol this bsg." Hol
land wis tbenrta';en to the station,
while ibeoore Davis put on his hat and
coat, and taking the $10,000 in good money
which had been unnoticed in the back
room, d;sappeared. When he went to the
station to surrender he no longer had the
$10,000. In the crowd he saw a man
whom he knew as a friend of Holland, and
called npon the police to arrest him. l he
man was arrested and gave his name as
John L. Hill.

AX AGED VICTIM.

The man told
old Mr. Fields that he had brought several
fine pictures from Europe, which he
would be pleased to have him inspect.
Mr. Fields accompanied him to
a house, where he was introduced to a
game played on a board with numbers on
it and with a spinning arrow, presumably
a sweat board. Two other gentlemen were
introduced, and tbey played the game,
winning over $100 each. Mr. Fields was
invited to join the game, and he lost over
S100, but continued to play. After play- -

ins some time the bunko men coolly asked
the old gentleman for his check for SOoOO.
drawn to himself, as the collateral for a
grand prize he had drawn on the sweat- -
hoard. A check was filled out and Mr.
Fields signed it. The check was on the
Pennsylvania National Bank of Philadel-
phia. Later in the day Mr. Fields, real-
izing that he had been swindled, started
out to find the house, but was - unable to
find it. Itisthonght here that the bnnko
men have carried the check to New York
and negotiated it at a large discount.
